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DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a 371 national stage filing of PCT/DE98/00593, filed February 27, 
1998, which claims benefit to foreign applications 19707971.7 filed February 27, 1997 and 
19808438.2 filed February 27, 1998 both in Germany. 

Applicants' after final amendment filed September 20, 2004, has been received and 
entered. Claims 1-12, 19, 20, 23-27, 29-31, 35 and 40 have been canceled. Claim 28 has been 
amended. Claims 13-18, 21, 22, 28 and 32-34, 36-39 are pending and currently imder 
examination. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The amendment to claim 28 as suggested in the final office action has obviated the basis 
of the rejection set forth under the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12. As indicated previously, 
claims 13-18, 21, 22, 32-34, 36-39 were allowed. The art of record provides evidence that the 
separate elements recited in the claims were known individually in the prior art and provide a 
scientific basis and importance for the instantly claimed retroviral vector, however there is 
inadequate motivation in a single reference or combination of references that would make 
obvious the specific combination of elements presently encompassed by the claims.
